W A SH IN G TO N, Ju ly 20— The 
De­ 
partment of Agriculture has discov­ 
ered that certain oranges are being 
shipped under false descriptions 
in 
the bills of lading or invoices as to 
their variety. 
The department 
has 
examined some of these 
shipments 
and has found that while these 
or­ 
anges are being sold to consignees as 
being a better variety than they are, 
the actual boxes of oranges are either 
not labeled at all or are not labeled in 
accordance with 
the 
variety 
men­ 
tioned in the records of sale. Some of 
these oranges are represented, 
for 
example, as being Valencias, and 
ex­ 
amination shows them to be another 
variety. 


The matter is being carefully 
in­ 
vestigated with a view to determining 
the rights of the department 
under 
the Food and Drugs Act to take ac­ 
tion against such shipments. 
In the 
meantime, jobbers and others are ad­ 
vised to examine oranges packed in 
boxes either unlabeied or without any 
distinctive varietal designation, in or­ 
der to satisfy 
themselves 
whether 
these oranges are as represented by 
the producer or shipper. 
Similarly, retail purchasers who are 
in the habit of buying oranges accord­ 
ing to variety should 
assure 
them­ 
selves that the oranges are as repre­ 
sented by the dealer.
